It will be 
recollected hom, in the Two Paths, Ruskin 
‘maintained that’ nearly all the greatest work 
whieh the world bas produced is work fitted for 
4 special place, “the best sculpture yet pro 
duced has’ been the decoration of a’ temple 
front, the best painting the decoration of a 

Therefore, says Mr Reid Many efforts 
and experiments have been made of late years 
to produce n material or method which can be 
‘acd for the decoration of the walls of or 
churches and public buildings not merely i 
their interiors, but also om the favades. ‘The 
‘necessity of colour to enliven the grey monotony 
of our streets is intensified by the humid 
ditions of our climate, Given a grey sky, must 
‘our houses and churches be also grey? If the
